Board of Aldermen will remain 
unpaid until the Missouri Su- 
preme Court has ruled on their 


yesterday. 

Acting after conferring with 
city legal advisers, Poelker in- 
formed the Police Board that 
the purchases would not be ap- 
proved. 

Poelker announced that the 
operating deficit for all munic- 
ipal departments for the fiscal 
year which ended last Tues- 
day was $2,571,000. 

Unless there are increases in 
revenue, he said, the city will 
have to cut its operating ex- 
penses in the current fiscal 
year $3,221,000 below last 
year’s spending. 

$1,545,000 Cut Mentioned. 

If the Police Board is upheld 
in its contention that the city 
must appropriate all funds re- 
quested by the department, an 
additional $1,545,000 must be 
cut from other municipal op- 
erations, he pointed out, 

That amount is the addition- 
al sum involved in the $16,- 
638,000 the department has 
asked for this year, compared 
with the $15,093,000 appropri- 
ated for all police purposes last 

ear. 

: Money currently available for 
appropriation for this year is 
$57,429,000, about $4,425,000 
less than was appropriated last 
year and $3,221,000 less than 
was spent, he pointed out. 

Last year’s appropriations 
for all purposes were $61,855,- 
000. Of this the police were 
allocated $15,093,000, leaving 
$46,762,000 for all other pur- 
poses, 

The police request for $16,- 
638,000 of the $57,429,000 avail- 
able forvthig. year, if granted, 
would Jeave- only $40,791,000 
for all other functions of gov- 
ernment. 

Some of the police depart- 
ment bills Poelker refused to 
pay are for special setvices of 
consultants, accountants and 
public relations advisers, he 
said. Most of them, however, 
are for purchases of automo- 
tive equipment and other sup- 
plies. 

“The firms which provided 
the department with these 
services and supplies did so in 
good faith,” Poelker said, “and 
they should be paid. The law, 
however, does not permit me 
to approve the expenditures in 
excess of money appropriated 
by the Board of Aldermen.” 

He said he had suggested to 
police officials that the firms 
could be paid now if the over- 
expenditures are charged 
against the current year’s 
budget requests. This sugges- 
tion has been turned-down, he 


said. 
Factor In Dispute. 

Part of the dispute between 
the city and the Police Board 
concerns the question of how 
far the city must go in pro- 
viding funds for special serv- 
ices, added supplies and mate- 
rials, and the increased number 
of civilian personnel on the de- 
partment’s payroll. The city 
does not question the require- 
ment to provide all authorized 
commissioned personnel an 
the necessary supplies for op- 
erating the department, Poel- 
ker stated. 

He added that in the two 
years since the present Board 
of Police Commissioners has 
taken office, the number of 
employes has been increased 
by almost 500 persons.

LIGHT AND RADIO

WASHINGTON, April 4 (AP) 
—The Army has developed an 
electric light that is little larg- 
er than a pinhead and a radio 
transmitter about the size of 
a pencil eraser. . 

Perfected by the Army’s 
Diamond Ordnance Fuze Lab- 
oratories, the minute items are 
for use in research and the 
study of temperatures in bal- 
listic weapons research. 

The lamp is one tenth of an 
inch long and only 35 one-hun- 
dredths of an inch in diameter. 
It was designed for use on con- 
trol panels in missile research 
and electric computers. The 
Army said that it may be used 
also for medical examinations, 
—_ as probes into tiny cavi- 

es. 

The transmitter has been 
mounted in the head of a small 
bullet for research purposes. 
The device determines the 
temperature of a shell while in 
flight and _ instantaneously 
transmits information to ground 
receivers.

The firm said it was con- 
cerned about “people, mainly 
unsophisticated about securi- 
ties and often victimized by 
the tips and rumors that flood 
the market today, who have 
been buying stocks in the hope 
of making a big, quick profit.

The firm said, “We still be- 
lieve it is desirable for every 
man to have an ownership 
interest in American business 
who can afford such an invest- 
ment.”

“T favor the use of hearings, 
but they must be made shorter 
and more efficient. They must 
be brought into manageable 
proportions.” 

He said hearings conducted 
by federal agencies often last 
as long as two years, whereas, 
when some of the regulatory 
agencies first came into exist- 
ence several decades ago, 
hearings often were concluded 
in a week or less. 


Unnecessary Delay. 


Another speaker at the meet- 
ing, Emmette 'S. Redford, pro- 


that cumbersome processes fol- 
lowed by federal agencies had 
unnecessarily delayed deci- 
sions affecting airlines, rail- 
roads, radio and television sta- 
tions and other industries sub- 
ject to government regulation. 
“Decisions for yesterday's 
problems have been postponed 
until tomorrow by a tendency 
to spend too much time in 
hearings,” he said. “The result 
is that not enough time is left 
for major policy matters and 
decisions.” Hearings generally 
concern applications for oper- 
ating permits, rate changes or 
other administrative matters. 
Redford suggested that fed- 
eral regulatory agencies be 
brought under more direct 
supervision of the executive 
branch of the Government. 
‘ “The need for improved co- 
+ Ordination among agencies in 
, the same general field, such as 
, the Federal Reserve Board and 
. the Treasury Department, is so 
great that the executive branch 
should play a more active 
part,” he stated. 


Urges More Independence. 

This concept was attacked 
vigorously by another speaker, 
Paul Pfeiffer Jr., a hearing ex- 
aminer for the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Board. 

“Decisions of regulatory 
agencies should not be co-ordi- 
nated with the executive 
branch,” he said. “Regulatory 
agencies should be more inde- 
pendent than they are. They 
should act like courts. 

“They should be free of any 
influence from the executive 
branch of government, Con- 
gress or the litigants in any 
particular case.” 

Pfeiffer suggested that the 
chairman of each regulatory 
agency be elected by the mem- 
bers of the agency. At present 
the chairmen of most such 
bodies are appointed by the 
President. 

“This leads to the possibility 
of executive interference in in- 
dependent agency actions,” 
Pfeiffer said. “Selection of the 
chairmen by the agencies them- 
selves would cut the silver 
thread of control between the 
regulatory agencies and the 
White House.” 


Bill Is Pending. 


Provision for each agency to 
select its own chairman is con- 
tained in a bill introduced in 
Congress recently by Represen- 
tative Oren Harris (Dem.), Ark- 
ansas.

Teen-agers accounted for 48 
per cent of the 6289 venereal 
disease cases reported in St. 
Louis last year, Dr. J. Earl 
Smith, city health commission- 
er, said yesterday in his weekly 
news letter. 

The letter commended the 
Missouri Social Hygiene As- 
sociation, which is celebrating 
its fiftieth anniversary this 
month, for its activities direct- 
ed at eradication of venereal 
disease, which he described as 
both a health and a social, or 
behavior, problem.

A Guild spokesman conten- 
ded the company wanted the 
Guild to sign a weakened con- 
tract, giving the company the 
right to say later whom and 
how many employes it intends 
to fire. 

“We must know exactly 
whom the company intends to 
fire,” the spokesman said, “in 
order to protect our Globe- 
Democrat Guild members 
against injustices.” 

Meanwhile, Richard H. Am- 
berg, Globe - Democrat pub- 
lisher, and representatives of 
the Guild planned to attend a 
hearing in Jefferson City Tues- 
day. The Senate Resolutions 
Committee has before it a 
resolution calling for a Senate 
committee investigation of the 
strike and its prolongation. 

Defeat Urged. 

In a letter to the committee, 
Joseph P. Clark, president of 
the AFL-CIO St. Louis Labor 
Council, representing 150,000 
union members here, said, “we 
sincerely urge that this resolu- 
tion be defeated.” 

“It is our firm conviction,” 
Clark’s letter stated, “that 
management should meet its 
responsibilities to its employes 
and to the community and not 
attempt to seek to have the 
Senate of the state of Missouri 
intercede in its behalf.” 

John I. Rollings; president 
of the AFL-CIO Missouri State 
Labor Council, who plans to 
appear before the committee, 
said he is opposed to the reso- 


lution. 
Senator C. R. Hawkins, 
Brumley, Republican floor 


leader, and Senator Michael J. 
Kinney, (Dem.), St. Louis, 
chairman of the Resolutions 
Committee, introduced the orig- 
inal resolution for the investi- 
gation. 

A second resolution later was 
submitted by Hawkins. The sec- 
ond one deleted instructions to 
the investigating committee of 
six members that they deter- 
mine whether legislation should 
be drafted to make newspapers 
public utilities within the mean- 
ing of the King-Thompson util- 
ity no-strike law. 

The second resolution also 
left out references to “rumors” 
that the strike was being pro- 
longed to force consolidation of 
the Post-Dispatch and Globe- 
Democrat. 

Some members of the Senate 
have expressed the hope that 
the resolution will be dropped, 
believing that to investigate a 
strike in any business would 
set a bad precedent.

Between the ur- 
bane American with his long 
background in diplomacy and 
the stern and somewhat frosty 
Chancellor is an easy, friendly 
relationship.

Surpluses and the threat of sur- 


How the farm problem came into being 
is a long and complex story. Because of 
the multiplicity of views responsibility is 
difficult, if not impossible, to assign. 
The Department of Agriculture blames 
Congress; Congress blames the depart- 
ment; farm organizations blame one, or 
both, or other factors. Almost any state- 
ment that does not deal with elementary 
facts and indisputable statistics is sub- 
ject to argument. 

Surpluses accumulate when the Gov- 
ernment takes over crops placed under 
Federal price support loans. Farmers 
relinquish the crops when markets can- 
not absorb the heavy production at prices 
as high as the loans. 


ALL THE STOCKS in storage do not 
constitute “surplus.” Most experts be- 
lieve there should be a “prudent” re- 
serve to protect the country in the event 
of drouth or war. They usually set this 


at about 500,000,000 bushels of wheat, 


5,000,000 bales of cotton and 750,000,000 
to one billion bushels of corn. These are 
the three commodities mainly involved. 


As compared with the prudent re- 
serve, these were the CCC figures at 
the end of January: Wheat in inven- 
tery 767,482,168 bushels, under loan, 
518,392,503; corn in inventory, 1,160,- 
444,779 bushels, under loan 362,532,- 
ouz; cotton im inventory 1,519,212 
bales, under loan 6,196,700. 

More than 75 per cent of the price- 
support investment in inventories and 
leans is concentrated in wheat, corn, 
grain sorghums and barley. At the end 

» @f last October the total for the four 
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er last year, combined with Federal price 
guarantees high enough to encourage 
farmers to try for the maximum acre- 
yield, produced such a tremendous crop 
that the approaching carry-over figures 
will be the biggest in history—about 
1,300,000,000 bushels. 

As one veteran put it, “when you hook 
ideal weather to more fertilizer, better 
seed and increased know-how, you have 
an explosion.” 


LAST YEAR’S YIELDS went as high 
as 27 bushels an acre, as compared with 
a recent average of 18 to 20 bushels 
and an average of just over 15 bushels 
in 1938. With 55,000,000 acres under 
cultivation, an increased yield of a 
bushel an acre adds 55,000,000 bushels 
to the total crop. 

The fact is, in the view of one De- 
partment of Agriculture technical expert: 

“The farm plant is now so productive 
that in any normal peacetime year it 
can and will produce more than we can 
market at home and abroad.” 

Marvin L. McClain, Assistant Secretary 
of Agriculture, said in a recent speech: 


“Our greater production potential is 
not due te an increase in acreage 
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powered operations producing diversified 
crops. In the late 20s, the shift from 
animal to mechanical power began. This 
released acreage previously needed to 
produce feed for work animals, speeded 
farm operations and increased output 
per worker as well as per acre. 

The current use of fertilizer is seven 
times the amount used in 1910. There 
have been great advances in the control 
of pests, weeds and plant diseases. The 
development of hybrid corn tops the list 
of seed improvements. Antibiotics are 
added to livestock feed rations. Arti- 
ficial insemination and _ cross-breeding 
are growing practices. 

As a result of these and other modern 
methods, we are producing, in the words 
of McClain, “almost 50 per cent more 
on our farms than we did before World 
War II, and we are doing it on fewer

acres and with 30 per cent fewer man- 
hours of farm work.” 


IN His JANUARY farm message to 
Congress, President Eisenhower said, 
“There has been a general tendency to 
underestimate the pace at which farm 
technology has been moving forward.” 

The co-operative research programs of 
the Department of Agriculture and the 
land grant colleges have accelerated 
technological advances. Farm extension 
services and educational efforts by farm 
organizations have moved knowledge 
promptly from the laboratory to the 
field. More “working” funds have been 
made available through credit programs. 
Conservation and soil improvement pro- 
grams are taking hold. 


All these increase the production 
potential, and farmers are encouraged 
by high price supports to make full 
use of them. Acreage allotments and 
marketing controls, over which there is 
so much political and economic con- 
troversy, were intended to offset in- 
centives for increased output, They 
have served a purpose in specific situa- 
tions, but in the long run they obvi- 
ously have failed. 


In a recent speech, Lauren K. Soth, 
an editor of the Des Moines Register & 
Tribune and an acknowledged expert on 
farm problems, made a point that a good 
many persons are inclined to overlook 
as they read daily of the advances of 
the Soviet Union in missiles and military 
power. 

“Just take a look at the farm prob- 
lems of the two countries and you'll get 
a real lift,” Soth said. “Why is it that 
it takes only about 10 per cent of our 


working population to produce food and 
fiber when it takes 25 per cent for 
Europe and about 40 per cent for the 
Soviet Union? 


“Our kind of farm problem, over- 
production, is a serious one for farmers. 
But from the general public point of 
view, it is not a problem at all—it is a 
mark of magnificent achievement. The

THERE IS NOTHING really new about 
the market-depressing threat of sur- 
pluses. It has hovered over the country 
since the geared-up production in World 
War I proved too great for the postwar 
period. Surpluses plagued the Govern- 
ment all through the Twenties; when 
the depression broke, agriculture was on 
its uppers. 


The McNary-Haugen proposals, never 
adopted, aimed at solving the problem 
with a two-price system. The National 
Farm Board was set up under President 
Hoover and given $500,000,000 to buy 
wheat and cotton and get them off the 
market. Farmers were asked to cut pro- 
duction, but did not co-operate, The 
Farm Board was buried under surpluses 
and liquidated with heavy losses. 


It was in this 1929-1932 period that 
distress prices of 25 cents a bushel 
for wheat, 12 cents fer corn and five 
cents a pound for cotton prevailed. 
There were farm mortgage foreclos- 
ures and rioting. 

With the coming of the New Deal, 
President Roosevelt set the country on

SURPLUS PROBLEM Critical Problems of NATO | 


Forces Only Now Deemed 
To Be Substantially Solved 


Integrated International Array of Fighting Units 
Stands as Monument to Inspiration and Leader- 
ship of Gen. Eisenhower—Shock of Korea Re- 
quired to Start 12 Nations Toward Real Action.

THE NORTH ATLANTIC TREATY Organization, which has just con- 
cluded its meeting in Washington on the tenth.anniversary of the signing 
of the treaty, is an alliance unique in history. Never before has a military 
alliance so large been organized in peace, drawn armed forces from so 
many nations and been amicably captained by a single commander chosen 


without animosity by the coalition. 

NATO was born a “blue baby,” but was 
saved from extinction by the cold winds 
carrying threats from the Soviet Union. 
It was formed as a defensive alliance in 
1949 in consequence of the blockade of 
Berlin by the Soviet Union in 1948 and 
1949. This event awakened the West to 
the malign intentions of Soviet imperial- 
ism. 

However, the original NATO was only 
a treaty, a mere expression of good in- 
tentions for mutual defense. It required 
the shock of the Korean war to start the 
12 nations that then comprised the alli- 
ance into weiding a group of national 
forces into a unified international force 
under a single commander, with a staff 
provided by all nations proportionately, 


HISTORICALLY, THIS WAS an un- 
precedented feat. The early success in 
forming an integrated force from 12 na- 
tions is due more to President (then Gen- 
eral) Dwight D. Eisenhower than any 
other individual. Never before in peace- 
time had sovereign nations consented to 
place their armed forces under the com- 
mand of any but their own officers. 


Ne one but Gen. Eisenhower could 


success of NATO possible. 


He took over as supreme commander in 
Paris in January 1951, and with Gen. 
Alfred M. Gruenther as chief of staff, 


started organizing the NATO forces. 
Soon all the prime ministers, foreign 
ministers and defense ministers of Eu- 
rope were knocking at his door, bringing 
to him their political problems and seek- 
ing his advice on whether the forces 
asked of them were actually needed. 


What they really wanted was his assur- 
ance that the sacrifices demanded of their 
countries, ravaged by war and occupation, 
from which they had not recovered, and 
burdened with taxes for reconstruction, 
were necessary. With this magic talisman 
they could go back to their Parliaments 
and people and tell them that Gen. Eis- 
enhower personally had assured them the 
sacrifice was essential. 


BEFORE LONG, it was not only Euro- 
pean prime ministers who were treading 
the trail to Gen. Eisenhower's door, but 
hordes of influential Americans. 

The general's time was not his own. 
At his informal luncheons the guests 
were so numerous that Ike’s (as many 
called him following the practice of his 
military comrades) table became only a 


Wanted: A New Voice on 


the Federal Reserve Board :

OF ALL THE so-called independent 
Government ‘agencies, the Federal Re- 
serve Board determines more than any 
other how much Americans must spend, 
may invest.and can save. 

With its responsibility for the country’s 
monetary and éredit policy, the seven- 
man board of governors of the Federal 
Reserve system has been a target since 
its establishment in 1914 for those who 
believe that it and its supporting parts 
are heavily weighted in favor of banking 
and big business interests. 

In an effort to make the board itself 
more truly representative of the major 
economic groups of the nation, Demo- 
cratic Senator Thomas C. Hennings Jr. of 
Missouri, will introduce early next week 
when Congress recofivenes after its 
Easter recess, an amendment to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Act directing the President 
to appoint at least one member who shall 
represent the interests of labor, small 
business or consumers. 


THE HENNINGS amendment is only 
one of several recent attempts to force 
the board to change its policies and per- 
sonnel. A similar bill has been intro- 


“The claim is made,” he said, “that 
the board of governors is stacked in 
favor of commercial and banking in- 
terests. If this is true, it is wrong and 
the Federal Reserve Act should be 
amended to assure those economic 
groups which now have no voice in the 
formation of our economic policy of 
being heard through representation on 
the Board.” 


The present law provides that in select- 
ing members of the Board, not more than 
one of whom shall be selected from any 
one Federal Reserve district, the Presi- 
dent “shall have due regard to a fair 
representation of the financial, agricul- 
tural, industrial and commercial interests 
and geographic divisions of the country.” 

Hennings would change this to direct 
the President to have due regard also for 
“labor, small business and consumer in- 
terests” and adds this provision: “That 
not less than one member of the board 
shall be representative of the interests of 
labor, small business and the consumers.” 


THE ORIGINAL LAW, enacted in 1913, 
called merely for fair representation of 
different commercial, industrial and geo- 
graphic divisions of the country. In 1922, 
it was amended to include financial and 
industrial representation. 


of Alabama, William Proxmiré of Wis- 
consin and Edmund Muskie of Maine, who 
are often in agreement with Hennings. 

The AFL-CIO council goes much furth- 
er and is more critical of the board and 
its underlying components than Hen- 
nings. In the current issue of “Economic 
Trends and Outlook,” its economic pol- 
icy committee démanded that the Fed- 
eral Reserve become “in fact a public 
system, representative of American life” 
and not be allowed to remain “an ex- 
clusive club.” 


ASSERTING THAT the Federal Board's 
actions affect everyone, the monthly pub- 
lication continued:

This. referred to the revision of the 
law during the New Deal days when the 
Treasury Secretary and the Controller of 
the Currency were dropped from the 
board 


“Actually,” it said, “it has meant ‘inde- 
pendence’ from the needs of the American 
people, because the Federal Reserve sys- 
tem is dominated, if not controlled, by 
bankers and corporation executives. The 
insistence on ‘independence’ is really a 
masked effort to insure a self-centered 
banker’s approach to interest rates and 
monetary policy.”

WITHIN A YEAR, NATO had a force 
of 28 divisions, but many of them were of 
small value. The problems of language 
and command, common doctrines and 
training had not yet been solved. Al- 
though the command sounded large, its 
military value was far less than it ap- 
peared on paper. Such problems inevi- 
tably take a great deal of time. Indeed, 
only now can they be considered substan- 
tially solved. 


In 1952, the line outside Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s SHAPE headquarters length- 
ened with political visitors from the 
United States, all begging him to bring 
back his magic to the United States te 
run for President as a Republican and 
to save the country and the party. He 
was not easily persuaded and not un- 
til he had been convinced that it was 
his duty, did he give up his command 
and return to the United States in the 
fall of 1952 to campaign for the Re- 
publican nomination for President.

When 
the historical analyses are all in, genera- 
tions from now, it is almost certain that 
Ridgway will be nominated the greatest 
combat soldier and leader in the history 
of the United States. 

His feat in taking command of the 
broken and beaten Eighth Army in Ko- 
rea, still in retreat below Seoul from the 
abortive attempt to reach the Yalu river, 
inspiring it, turning it around to the of- 
fensive, an offensive that was never halted 
until proposals for an armistice led to a 
standstill, is believed by military students 
to have been the greatest exercise of 
military leadership in the nation’s his- 
tory. 

Gen. Ridgway was primarily a soldier, 
He did not like the necessity for con- 
ferring with politicians. .He interested 
himself in making sure that the military 
machine he commanded was effective, 
He was constantly visiting his units and 
inspecting them.

No part of the federal statute books is more 
in need of equitable revision than that which 
enables service yeterans to get free hospitali- 
zation and medical treatment for injuries and 
ailments not in any way connected with their 
military experience. It is now some four 
years since President Eisenhower appointed 
the commission on veterans benefits, headed 
by Gen. Bradley, which came to the sound 
conclusion that “military service should not 
in itself be the considered basis for special 
privilege or benefit.” In the long interval, 
many thousands have served briefly in uni- 
form and now have pushed to nearly 50 per 
cent that proportion of the population which 
consists of veterans and their families. 

Yet notwithstanding repeated promises at 
the White House, no message goes to Con- 
gress, no remedial legislation starts through 
the mill.

The third and fourth items above would 
require the submission of constitutional 
amendments to the states for ratification.

The solution is an amendment that 
eliminates the Electoral College and elects 
the President and Vice President by popular 
vote, each citizen’s ballot counting as much 
as and no more than any other’s. 

The amendment which limits presidential 
tenure to two terms makes a lame duck auto- 
matically of a President in his second term. 
It costs him inevitably in influence and pres- 
tige. It is part of the Constitution only as 
a vengeful strike of partisans at the memory 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt, but the first Presi- 
dent to feel its bad effect is a Republican. 
Both parties ought to join in repealing it. 

The new Congress has more members fresh 
from the grass roots than any Congress in 
many years. All the more reason for it to 
come to grips with these important, urgent 
issues ducked by its recent predecessors. 


No Pardon for Epping 


Gov. Strattom made the correct decision 
when he rejected the pardon application of 
Edward A. Epping, right-hand man to Orville 
E. Hodge when the latter was the free-wheel- 
ing looter of the Illinois treasury. Epping, 
who is serving concurrent terms in Menard 
penitentiary, pleaded guilty less than three 
years ago to conspiracy to defraud the people 
of Illinois. Only last year he was convicted 
of confidence game, larceny, forgery and em- 
bezzlement. It would mock the very idea of 
punishment for crime if a man faithless in a 
place of public trust could pay his debt so 
quickly and leave prison a free man. 


Robert Frost Turns 85 


In observance of the eighty-fifth birthday 
of Robert Frost, which is being celebrated so 
widely over the country, there appears on this 
page one of his upper New England poems. It 
is a typical Frost picture in which the bare 
branches of the maple trees, against the March 
night sky, are lighted with sparks from the 
stoked-up sugar-house fire. The warmth of a 
thawing wind, the music of a woodland thrush, 
the roundness of field stones gathered to re- 
pair a fence that makes good neighbors, a 
long scythe whispering to the ground, the 
heavy, ripe blueberries in Patterson’s pasture, 
the new, unsteady calf that’s standing by the 
mother—these are the native sights and scenes 
and sounds that Frost has written about so 
simply for three score years. 

White-haired, blue-eyed, deep-lined, the 
farmer-teacher-poet is more American even 
than “North of Boston” and his other titles 
suggest. For he was born in San Francisco in 
its robust years and his Copperhead father 
named him “Robert Lee” for a soldier and 
gentleman from Virginia. And it is signifi- 
cant that two of his books were printed in 
England before one appeared in the United 
States. For years honors have flooded over 
him—four Pulitzer prizes and many other 
awards and 40 honorary degrees whose col- 
ored silken hoods he is said to have cut up 
and had sewn into a patchwork quilt. As he 
once wrote: “It’s knowing what to do with 
things that counts.”

Sacco and Vanszetti’s Summer 


The stories of all the generations may be 
on the bookshelves, yet most of us know only 
our own—and that because we have lived 
through it. In this sense, the years bring an 
accumulation of knowledge, and they bring 
surprises, too, surprises at how many names 
and dates are all but meaningless to a young- 
er generation. 

Thus when Representative Cella introduced 
a resolution in the Massachusetts legislature, 
calling for a legislative pardon for Nicola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, editors were 
compelled to tell all over again the story of 
the two Italians who were electrocuted in the 
Charlestown penitentiary in 1927. After all, 
Representative Cella himself was only two 
years old when they died. 

Most of the world was tense that August 
night when Sacco and Vanzetti were led to 
the execution chamber. In Paris and Rome 
and London as well as in Boston there was 


fear that protest demonstrations might get out | 


of hand. The American embassy in Paris was 
bombed. For almost six years millions had 
been disturbed by the belief that these men 
had been condemned not for robbery and 
murder, but for their political opinions. That 
summer of 1927 was the summer of Sacco and

It utterly refutes the legend of the “giddy 
twenties,” the notion that the biggest idea of 
that decade was Texas Guinan’s greeting to 
her nightclub customers: “Hello, suckers.”

And it could not be 
otherwise in an immense country 
still relatively sparsely populated, 
where the natural resources are very 
far from being even seriously en- 
croached upon. 


This preoccupation with -produc- 
tion has taken so proponderant a 
place in America that, with rare 
exceptions, one can refer back to it 
all the characteristics of the country. 
In the United States, whether one 
discusses industry, agriculture, hy- 
giene, prohibition, psychology or, 
sometimes, even religion, there in- 
variably comes the moment when 
the production of the individual and 
the nation is considered. This has 
arisen from the needs which are in- 
herent in the present phase of the 
country’s development. It is un- 
doubtedly dictated, too, by the Amer- 
ican genius. 


This is the splendid contribution 
which America has made to human 
civilization. The problem of the max- 
imum output of the producer was 
not uncommon in Europe; her econo- 
mists and her political scientists 
were not ignorant of it; academically, 
they even knew how to reach an 
exact solution of the problem. But

I sincerely believe that, thanks 
to them, civilized humanity has en- 
tered, in a certain respect, upon a 
new age. In the future one will speak, 
perhaps, of The American Age, as 
one says, in relation to certain epochs 
in the past. The Stone Age, or The 
Bronze Age. The American Age will 
be that one in which humanity con- 
ceived production as a collective en- 
terprise, in which, by means of a rea- 
sonable technique, each individual’s 
effort is utilized in such a way as to 
give maximum production. Formida- 
ble possibilities for human well-being 
are implied therein. However, it is 
necessary to make reservations since 
the result is not certain to be favor- 
able to human happiness and the 
spiritual development of the individ- 
ual.

In Europe special conditions have 
developed very different concepts 
and ideals. In the Old World de- 
mocracy has not imposed itself as a 
natural phenomenon; it has had to 
win its place against the obstinate re- 
sistance of organized aristocracies 
which held the power. Liberty has 
not seemed a fact to be taken for 
granted; it has had to assert itself in 
a persistent struggle with the preten- 
sions of despotism and intolerance.

The natural humanitarian- 
ism of the American people, which ex- 
pressed itself in Woodrow Wilson’s 
advocacy of self-determination and 
Franklin Roosevelt's “Good Neighbor 
Policy,” has been “undercut and even 
subverted” by the “Open Door” or 
“Dollar Diplomacy” philosophy.

THIS IS A REMARKABLE 
work. It is comparable in its scope and 
sweep as well as in the methods em- 
ployed, to Arnold Toynbee’s “A Study 
of History,” though Mr. Coblentz con- 
fines himself for the most part to the 
study of just one civilization, his own. 
He takes a similar panoramic view of 
the past and his presentation of his 
findings is altogether Toynbeesque — 
which means that they are highly sug- 
gestive and valuable but at the same 
time vulnerable to criticism, and for 
much the same reasons. 

Mr, Coblentz’s theme is the immense 
one of human destiny as viewed from 
the perspective of man’s past. He sees 
as principal contrasting states of mind 
moving as forces through history, the 
thumbs up and thumbs down, repre- 
senting humanity and inhumanity, 
mercy and remorselessness, which were 
the signals used in the Roman amphi- 
theater to determine the fate of the 
fallen gladiator, He traces through the 
different stages the fearful counter- 
point of savagery that has increasingly 
marked man’s every step of develop- 
ment in civilization. 

In every age, Coblentz shows, man 
has been caught between two warring 
forces—on the one hand, the ruthless- 
ness, mercilessness and chaos of the 
powers of destruction; on the other, the 
benign influence of __ self-sacrifice, 
emancipation and progress towards hu- 
manity. 

And today this is no less true; it is 
indeed even more true. For the same 
newspaper will contain a report of the 
work of Albert Schweitzer in Africa and 
another that estimates how many lives 
are going to be ruined as result of the 
radioactivity now in the atmosphere. 
Ghana is freed, Tibet enslaved. ... 


IT IS A STRANGE, paradoxical 
process this history of Man. How incon- 
gruous that the moment, when the na- 
tions were trying to organize peace and 
instill principles of mercy and forbear- 
ance, was the moment they chose to in- 
vent and use the deadliest and cruelest 
man-killing weapons! Florence Night- 
ingale and the Machine Gun appeared 
on the scene together. The Reforma- 
tion ushered in the wars of religion, 
the Renaissance the. Inquisition. The 
“new birth of freedom” prepared the 
way for the rise of American slavery. 
The English Humanitarian Movement 
coincided with the barbarities of the 
Industrial hevolution. 
This appalling dichotomy running 
ail human history is what pro- 
d and now culminates in today’s 
world, where the fork in the road has 
become the precise point where the 
human race makes its great and final 
decision: if it’s thumbs down today, it 
is curtain time.

weighty theme as this. He is also an 
optimistic man, despite this grim situa- 
tion, for he won't give. up hope for man’s 
future. 


Wherein lies his optimism? Because, 
he says, the facts of history show that, 
allowed time enough, the thumbs of the 
human race do turn up. For the direc- 
tion of man’s advance is upward, how- 
ever slow, wavering, and uncertain the 
process may be. 

Not by revolution is the advance 
achieved—for that, says the author, is 
usually when the thumbs go down— 
but by evolution, The great historic in- 
humanities—which are the main topics 
discussed in his pages—were almost all 
sudden explosions which erupted like 
thunderbolts to spread their devasta- 
tions; whereas humanity—that opposite 
force “striving to spread a warmth and 
benignity over the world, to make men 
clasp hands, and to lift them just a 
little nearer the stars’—steals silently 
into the background, making its pres- 
ence felt when the storm has subsided. 


THERE IS NO DOUBT in my 
mind that this book represents a bril- 
liant flash of insight into the meaning 
of history which enables us to see our 
own day reflected in the mirror of the 
ages. The only solid hope that we can 
have for our children surely lies in the 
truth of this thesis: that while we are 
suspended over the pit of hell, by a 
rope that may break at any minute, we 
are actually moving towards heaven at 
the same time—and if the rope will 
only hold we shall move, by the power 
instinct within us, away from the 
abyss. Revolution is thumbs down but 
evolution is thumbs up. 

The panorama of history that Mr. 
Coblentz presents, viewed in broad 
terms, appears to be sound. Few objec- 
tions will be raised to the examples he 
has given of downed thumbs. This is 
because he has confined himself chiefly 
to the most glaring of such examples— 
like the black deeds of the Inquisition, 
the atrocities perpetrated by the Con- 
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nese expansionism led to an inevitable 
clash with the United States. “Sim- 
plism” if not distortion appears again in 
his description of Woodrow Wilson's 
treatment of Mexico. He suggests that 
Wilson's refusal of recognition to a new 
regime stemmed from a fixed policy of 
opposing all revolutions. 

The regime in question was headed 
by Victoriano Huerta, (whom Mr. Wil- 
liams does not name or describe) an 
accessory to the assassination of Presi- 
dent Madero. President Wilson said he 
would not recognize a change of ad- 
ministration that was brought about by 
murder, If any “Open Door” reasoning 
prompted this stand the President was 


SO IN THIS, as in other instances, 
Mr. Williams is so bemused by his 
thesis that he gives no consideration 
to any other explanation. Apparently 
his thesis derives from a wholehearted 
belief in an economic interpretation of 
history. In any case no mention is made 
of the fear and horror aroused in this 
country by the Nazi regime, nor of the 
widespread detestation of Communism 
for religious and political reasons. 
Psychological, emotional, moral and 
humanitarian factors that might affect 
national policy are given little if any 
houseroom. 

Economic man, powered by an over- 
riding “idee fixe” is the protagonist in 
Mr. Williams’ tragedy. His book is never- 
theless an interesting one and in many 
aspects it is uncomfortably convincing. 


quistadores, the horrors of the slave 
trade, the brutalities of the mills and 
mines in Victorian England. 

The weakness of his method is that 
it lends itself to too much generaliza- 
tion. Fastidious scholars will gag at 
some of his sweeping statements. Mr. 
Coblentz is more poet than historian— 
he writes with almost Miltonic fury— 
and he is not over-concerned with being 
fair and carefully balanced in all his 
judgments. Also, while he has done im- 
mense research his sources are not al- 
ways the best. 

For instance, his sole authority for 
John Calvin would appear to be Stefan 
Zweig—which, perhaps, accounts for 
his treatment of that paradoxical fig- 
ure being a travesty which one would 
like to see corrected in any revised 
edition. (Calvin embodied both thumbs 
down and thumbs up—not just the 
former as is stated here.) 


THERE ARE BOUND to be omis- 
sions in such a work. But there are 
some surprising ones. While due signifi- 
cance is given to the humanitarian 
awakening of the West, which began in 
the eighteenth century, and due honor 
is paid to Voltaire, William Wilberforce 
and Robert Owen, no single mention is 
made of John Wesley and the Evangeli- 
cals who were foremost in that move- 
ment, nor of Shaftesbury or General 
Booth of the Salvation Army, or of Jane 
Addams, The fight for woman suffrage 
and the name of such a warrior as Susan 
B. Anthony are also omitted, These, 
however, are small flaws that do not 
impair materially the value of the work, 
which is rich and rewarding reading 
from beginning to end. 

This remarkable book crowns an in- 
teresting and unusual literary career. 
Stanton Coblentz is a Californian who 
has been a free-lance writer since grad- 
uating from college 40 years ago. In ad- 
dition to publishing more than a dozen 
books of poetry, he founded and edits 
the poetry quarterly “Wings” and 
writes on a wide variety of subjects. 
His prose works included “‘From Arrow 
to Atom Bomb,” ‘‘Marching Men,” “The 
Decline of Man.”

Missouri's Naturalist

LEONARD HALL, Post-Dispatch columnist and 
author of “Stars Upstream,” could well be called the 
Baedeker of the Current River country. The reader will be 
guided down Le Riviere Courante, as the early French voy- 
ageurs called it, and evéry sandbar camp where Hall and his 
wife, Virginia, stop at the end of day is a listening post to 
translate the ways of the wild creatures or a sylvan platform 
from which he forcefully, but gently, chides the despoilers of 
yesteryear for their wanton waste of the country’s natural 
resources. 

He is not only a naturalist, writer, and lecturer, but an 
ecologist and agriculturist as well. Besides these attributes, 
his Ozarkian homespun philosophy, which comes to the fore- 
front in the last chapter, “Kilowatts, Progress, and Other 
Threats,” is as homey as deep-dish apple pie and as wise 
as the old owl that inhabits the Irish Wilderness of the Cur- 
rent River country. 


Perhaps this reviewer shouldn't quote from text but we 
can’t refrain from a paragraph Hall writes about Jacks Fork, 
a tributary of the Current. “Every river has its song,” he 
says, “but the music of Jacks Fork is more beautiful than 
most, It is a tune played all day long as you float down- 
stream in your canoe. Sometimes you hear the sparkling 
arpeggios of the gravel runs, sometimes, from a half-mile 
away, the deeper kettledrums of the rapids. The song ob- 
scures the sound and to a degree the motion of your passage, 
so that you may round a bend to surprise a whitetail doe 
drinking unafraid at the head of a riffle.” 

Maestro Hall pulls out all the stops in his highly interest- 
ing book, and, after finishing the last chapter, the reader 
will fervently hope that he and Virginia will camp again 
and again “on the high, clean gravel and watch the re- 
flected stars that seem to move upstream.” 


Helen Traubel’s Story

IT IS SORELY DISAPPOINTING when a 
person of great accomplishment, with a life story worth 
telling, produces an autobiography that has all the earmarks 
of a “quickie.” This has happened in the case of Helen 
Traubel, the native St. Louisan who became one of the 
leading Wagnerian sopranos of our time. 

The mystery is how one who instilled so much hard work 
and eareful planning into a singing career could lend her 
name to a book as carelessly organized and written as this 
one. As for the cliche-filled writing style, the blame must 
be shared by Miss Traubel’s collaborator, Richard G. Hubler. 

Among the book’s more startling revelations: Miss Traubel 
says the Odeon Theater burned down the night after she 
made her debut with the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
there in 1924. (Actually, the Odeon was the symphony’s home 
until 1934, the year before its amphitheater section was de- 
stroyed by fire). The author, speaking of her love for base- 
ball, especially the late Browns, recalls sweating out the 
radio broadcasts when the Cardinals played in the 1940 World 
Series. Cincinnati happened to win the National League 
pennant that year. Then there’s the place where she gets 
her hometown mixed up with Louisville in quoting a critic 
of the St. Louis Courier-Journal. 


SPEAKING OF CRITICS, whom Miss Traubel 
exercises a perfect right to deplore, there is this early state- 
ment, “I never read reviews.” And from there on the book 
is full of critics’ comments on her work, most of them 
favorable of course. 

One can learn from Miss Traubel’s travel experiences 
that Istanbul. .. is not at all like St. Louis, but just as 
precious.” Also that she thrills at the sound of an or- 
chestra tuning up just “as a brewery horse in St. Louis 
would love the thud of a beer barrel.” 


In fairness, it can be reported that the hearty, outgoing, 
robust-laughing Helen Traubel still remembered by many 
St. Louisans roams many pages. There are times when the 
gemutlichkeit of her German background brims over. 
Heartwarming are her memories of a tomboy childhood; the 
description of life around her father’s drug store at Jefferson 
and Chouteau; her 17 years of study—scales, scales, scales 
—with the late Louise Meyerson Vetta-Karst; the sacrifices 
she and her second husband, William Bass, made when she 
was breaking in at the Metropolitan Opera in the late 1930s. 


MISS TRAUBEL LOSES no opportunity to ex- 
pound her views on the snobbery in grand opera audiences. 
She levels unkind remarks at Edward Johnson, the Met 
manager who wanted her to debut as Venus instead of 
Sieglinde, the only Wagner role Miss Traubel knew at the 
time. She also accuses Rudolf Bing, the present Metropolitan 
manager, of treatment which became one of the causes for 
her breaking from the Met in 1953. Bing objected to his 
Brunnehilde doing an extra-curricular night club act that 
included the singing of “St. Louis Blues” (the song from 
whose lyrics the book title is taken). 

A chapter is devoted to the author’s version of Margaret 
Truman’s short-lived career as a concert singer. Miss 
Traubel’s verbal spanking of her former pupil is embellished 
with remarks such as this: “Just as Harry Truman per- 
suaded a lot of people that he was a good piano player, so 
Margaret persuaded people into thinking she had a voice.” 
The Truman side of this story has never been told publicly.

THE STORY ITSELF 
is touching and heart-warm- 
ing.

More Professional Standards Needed to Maintain Growth

IN A COMMUNITY THAT har- 
bors one of the country’s outstanding 
schools of fine arts, where art subjects 
are actively pursued in the curricula of 
elementary and high schools, where art 
supply shops do a brisk business, and 
where exhibitions are regular attrac- 
tions, it is meet to inquire, now and 
then: How are we doing? 

The public enthusiasm for art is dem- 
onstrated in convincing fashion, cer- 
tainly. Attendance at City Art Museum 
events is high in the worst of weather. 
The better gallery exhibitions draw 
good attendance during most of the time 
they are on view. 

There is a steadily growing number of 
people who buy art. Household collec- 
tions often get their start at such events 
as the Museum’s Missouri Show and its 
Collectors’ Choice exhibitions, at the 
Artists’ Guild annual outdoor art fair, at 
People’s Art Center displays, and at 
shows put on by the numerous art 
groups. More and more families are 
forming the habit of buying at least one 
work every year. 

BY THE SAME TOKEN, more 
and more people are involving them- 
selves as active participants in the arts. 

Besides the serious professional 
groundwork being laid at the Washing- 
ton University School of Fine Arts, 
there are the night and afternoon 
classes for Sunday painters; there are 
the private instruction periods conduct- 
ed by artists in their spare time, and 
there are the housewives and business 
men who just take a kit of paints and 


an instruction book, and joyously em- 
bark on do-it-yourself, away-dull-care, 
therapeutic art. 

Those who stay with it for very long 
are likely to join one or more of the nu- 
merous organizations whose professional 
members lend aid and comfort to the 
neophytes. These activities constitute a 
healthy grassroots hospitality for the be- 
ginner. They offer him encouragement, 
the chance to gain experience and op- 
portunities to exhibit. No budding artist 
can complain that the public is denied 
access to his work. 

THE ST.LOUIS community has, 
every season, several juried art exhibi- 
tions — those in which one or more 
judges select works to be put on view 
and award prizes to those deemed of 
highest merit. We have a number of 


no-jury shows, where members of an art - 


organization may exhibit whatever they 
please. We have private gallery facilities, 
where artists can set up complete shows 
of their own works. And, finally, we 
have outdoor art fairs, at least one of 
them open to anything by anybody. 
The term “art,” as used in connection 
with all these shows, takes on meaning 
that sometimes is stretched beyond all 
reason. It often means simply the prod- 
ucts of human hands, executed with the 
materials and the intentions that result 
in art when the work is done by artists. 
This is the amateur’s Golden Age, and 
the zeal of the amateur has infused our 
times with freshness and an energetic 
spirit. It would be very wrong to depre- 
cate the amateur, and it is wholesome 
and good that so many professional

artists are glad to work with the part- 
time enthusiasts, from whose ranks 
often emerge first-rate painters.

teur to high standards. 

In that spirit, and with apologies for 
singling out one group, it must be said 
that the St. Louis County Art Associa- 
tion show, now at the Kirkwood Public 
Library, is an egregious example of 
what an art exhibition should not be. 


Many of the oils have no identifica- 
tion of title or painter, and on several 
others this information is jotted casually 
on a slip of paper stuck in one corner of 
the frame, over the painting. A number 
of entries are mounted on the 
pegboard wall, supported by hooks, clips 
and scotch tape — everything but hair- 
pins. Pegboard permits complete con- 
trol of the picture arrangement, but 
these items are scattered in every-man- 
for-himself fashion, uneven, out of line 
and tilted, with no consideration for 
general effect. 


THE SHOW WAS announced as an 
abstract exhibition, but there is no point 
in going into that. The only convincing 
abstractionists are young children and 
experienced artists of skill and sophisti- 
cation. Most of the entries in this show 
are beyond the natural innocence of 
children and not close enough to the 
acquired innocence of the professional. 
There are several paintings of merit 
in the show, including a Julius Summa 
oil that was awarded a first prize cita- 
tion, but they will not be described 
here, in hopes that they will be in- 
cluded in later and better shows. 


Anyone who invites public examina- 
tion of a work purporting to be “art” 
should subject himself to some prelim- 
inary ruthless self-appraisal. The art- 
ist’s agony precedes the spectator’s joy, 
and let’s keep it that way. There are 
too many amateurs and students burst- 
ing into shows who are not ready yet, 
but if they do exhibit they should, for 
heaven’s sake, at least get their things 

p straight. 


Art is a professional field, in the most 
‘exacting sense of the term; an exhibi- 
tion should represent a level of attain- 
ment, not just the ownership of painting 
equipment. The line that separates the 
men from the boys is a thin one, but it 
is there. St. Louis has splendid pros- 
pects as a center for the growth of art, 
but not if we cheapen quality by tol- 
erating sloppiness. 


Why It Should Help Promote a Humane Environment 


By ROGER MONTGOMERY 


MEANING IN TODAY’S archi- 
tecture largely eludes both the archi- 
tect and his client, the public. But 
meaning is as crucial in architecture 
as in any art. Canons of architectural 
value—commodity (usefulness), firm- 
ness (sound construction), and delight 
(aesthetic consequence)—fail to illumi- 
nate the quality of our building. Com- 
modity, firmness and delight for what? 
for whom? 


Architecture is an urban art, and its 
meaning lies in the city. Exploration of 
the relationship between cities and 
architectural meaning can provide valu- 
able insights into the humane environ- 
ment. This exploration is now a chief 
concern of avant-garde architects. Their 
findings will be significant to all of us. 


Cities, palpable physical realities of 
brick and stone, are at once the sites 
of great historic civilizations and the 
highest expressions of their cultures. 
Significantly, civilizations and their 
chief cities often have the same name: 
Mycenae, Rome, Byzantium. In cities 
architecture shapes, embellishes and 
gives expression to the focal places and 
buildings, those physical points in space 
which have cultural meaning. In any 
stylistic idiom, the architectural signifi- 
cance of temples, palaces and meeting 
places is perceived against the ordered 
arrays of everyday buildings. In Athens 
or Florence, Kyoto or Williamsburg 
there is no mistaking the shrines and 
public buildings; selectivity and em- 
phasis in a proper context of cultural 
values give meaning to architecture in 
these cities. 


In contrast much of our problem is 
exposed in the valueless action which 
permits business offices to masquerade 
as governor’s palaces, and sprouts the 
same hyperbolic-parabola shell concrete 
roof on a church as on a gas station. 
PROFOUND MEANING has 
never been an easy goal; in our time it 
may be beyond us. Compare with any 
conceivable effort of our age the thor- 
oughly typical cultural event that pro- 
duced Notre Dame Cathedral in Paris. 
Thousands of people labored for 150 
years to build it. Men began it knowing 
well it could only be completed by their 
sons and grandsons. An entire commu- 
nity sacrificed for it at a level beyond 
belief in our affluent society. The archi- 
tects, anonymous then and now, dedi- 
cated their highest skills to ordering 
wad embelhsuing this churen. Such 
human effort, love and high purpose 
gave Notre Dame architectural meaning 
that comes sharply through 600 years to 
the most honey-surfeited modern man. 


Common, usually unconscious, agree- 
ment based on jointly held values se- 
lected those works which have become 
ercnitectural art. Together the archi- 
tect and his audience, participants in a 
shared world, built cities with great 
effort and great love. In a world such 
as ours, lacking this sense of commu- 
nity, significant architecture may be im- 
possible. In architecture as in other 
Serious art, what meaning exists today 
is most often private meaning set in 
cbscure terms behind protective am- 
biguities. 

(@ 


Grave problems of meaning and pur- 
pose are certainly not foreign to modern 
Western society. Architects are not 
alone in rejecting meaning in favor of 
a single minded emphasis on technique. 
Possibly the strongest postwar Ameri- 
can experimental architectural move- 
ment has been the kind of aesthetic 
technocracy expounded by Buckminister 
Fuller. 

Dozens of the brightest, most creative 

young architects have followed his siren 
song of “more performance per pound.” 
In their enthusiasm they avoid asking, 
“performance for what?” 
OTHER ARCHITECTS in our 
time take as basis for their art transi- 
tory notions of taste: refined taste, of 
course, but insubstantial matter upon 
which to build great architecture. Taste 
per se has no power sufficient to create 
important art; it is, for instance, the 
whole reality of the city and of Six- 
teenth Century Japanese culture that 
created the Ise Shrine in Kyoto. If the 
new Seagram Building in New York has 
value, it is as the actual statement of 
the expressive potential of industrial- 
ized man, not at the taste of a whisky 
merchant or his employes. This build- 
ing is characteristic of the best archi- 
tecture of our time; it surely transcends 
the meaningless idea of taste and the 
equally meaningless fetishism of tech- 
nique for its own sake; but in its city, 
to the people of the city and the people 
who built it, it has no more than vari- 
ous, flickering, private meanings. 

Is there a contemporary answer to 
meaning in architecture? Some avant- 
garde architects believe there is. For 
50 years a small band of artist archi- 
tects and architectural thinkers has 
been suggesting the answer must lie in 
the cities themselves, and the social and 
human values that form them. Among 
this group were Clarence Stein, Lewis 
Mumford and the St. Louisan, Henry 
Wright, who met in the artistic ferment 
of New York during the 1920’s and 
began to explore this concept. 

In Europe, at about the same time, 
the “official” voice of avant-garde archi- 
tecture was formed, the Congres Inter- 
national d’Architecture Moderne. 
Though, from the beginning, this group 
recognized that real architectural mean- 
ing lay in the culture of cities, its ac- 
complished works were limited to indi- 
vidual buildings. 

TWO YEARS AGO CIAM came to 
the painful conclusion that these build- 


ings, supposed monuments of the mod- 


ern movement, were, in fact, meaning- 
less and dissociated from their urban 
context. New words, strange to archi- 
tecture appeared: “habitat,” “environ- 
ment,” “cluster,” “growth and change,” 
“human association.” Today a revital- 
ized avant-garde has pledged the art 
of CIAM to the reformulation not only 
of architecture, but of “the community 
in all its varying degrees of complex- 
ity.” 

Designs for the whole urban environ- 
ment appear as the architect's intuitive 
and rational response to the present 
condition of man. The values of West- 
ern society—now so signally concerned 
with private gratification and status quo 
preservation—find their expression in

the most formless, chaotic, squalid, anti- 
human and utterly graceless cities in 
all history. What is more natural than 
that the architect, by training and bent 
exceptionally responsive to his physical 
surroundings, should focus his efforts 
or remaking environment? 

Architect designed utopias provide a 
noble list of attempts to give form and 
meaning to industrialized mass society 
within the humane traditions of West- 
ern man: Ebenezer Howard’s Garden 
City, Tony Garnier’s Cite Industrielle, le 
Corbusier’s La Ville Contemporaine, La 
Ville Radiense and Unite d’Habitation. 

Architecture is thus expanded to be- 
come the design of the total environ- 
ment. Little actual work has been real- 
ized, for utopia depends on revolution- 
ary changes in human values and social 
purposes. 

THE ACCOMPLISHED WORKS, 
TVA, Stein’s Radburn and Chatham Vil- 
lage, the Scandinavian towns of Valling- 
by and Saynatsalo, and precious little 
else, show the state of environmental 
design. Yet even this light evidence 
shows artist-architects can build a 
meaningful, human environment of 
transcendent beauty, responsive to the 
multiplicity and the oneness of man and 
nature. 

. Can these intimations of the new 
environment be realized? Is the humane 
city a possibility? Can meaning in 
architecture be achieved? The answers 
depend upon moral questions, upon 
fundamental changes in our values. 
Specifically: 

Will we commit enough of our wealth 
to build much better than we now do? 
to rebuild what we have built badly? 

Can we unscramble land holding pat- 
terns so that building is at an appropri- 
ate scale, and so the realities of en- 
vironment rather than the abstractions 
of titles govern design? 

Will issues of environmental quality 
govern major policy decision as they 
have under TVA? 

Will we put respect for natural order 

social purpose above greed? 
values, great cities and fine 
buildings are inevitably bound together, 
and bound to the way we answer these 
quéstions.

Classical Records 


IN PLAYING Mendelssohn’s “Italian” Symphony and 
Haydn’s “London” Symphony, the New York Philharmonic 
Orchestra under Leonard Bernstein produces a truly volup- 
tuous sound in stereophonic reproduction. It is not the texture 
one would expect to hear in either work but the Mendels- 
sohn symphony does not suffer from it even though it changes 
character a little. Bernstein takes the first movement at an 
extraordinarily fast pace, but as every figuration in those 
rustling connective passages is clearly articulated the fast 
tempo makes it all the more youthful and exciting. The 
London symphony, one of Haydn's greatest—one of the 
world’s greatest for that matter—sounds too rich. Moreover 
the strings cover the woods and brass and produce a gener- 
ally out-of-balance effect. Both performances are alert and 
incisive, whatever else may be wrong with them, and are 
impressive demonstrations of stereophonic sound. (Columbia, 
Stereophonic, one record.) 


SVIATSLOV RICHTER, the Russian pianist whose 
family name indicates his German heritage and explains, 
possibly, his romantic style, is the soloist in a new recording 
of the Schumann Piano Concerto. He is accompanied by the

ducting. Richter is quite free in his timing but manages to: 
avoid sentimentality. The sound of the piano is not well 
reproduced. I have heard others by Richter which were much 
better, good enough in fact to justify the belief that he ts 
Russia’s foremost pianist. Richter’s ability to organize a work 
and keep its phraseology cohesive and significant, is more 
evident in Schumann's “Fantasiestucke,” Opus 12, on the 
second side of the record. (Monitor, Monaural, one record.) 


ELEKTRA’S ‘FOLK SAMPLER’? presents 
a cross section of folk music selected from the numerous 
records produced by this company in the last several years. 
Work songs, play songs, spirituals and ballads are included 
and as their sources are found in many countries one record.

Busy Patterson 

Floyd Patterson, the heavy- 
weight boxing champion of 
the world, has not been par- 
ticularly busy since he won 
the title by a knockout of 
Archie Moore at Chicago in 
the fifth round, Nov. 30, 
1956. 


Since that time he has 
had but three such title 
bouts, winning all by knock- 
outs over Tommy (Hurricane) 
Jackson, Pete Rademacher 
2rd Roy Harris. 


But he has a busy sched- 
ule ahead of him if plans, as 
announced in New York, go 
through. 

The program is not entire- 
ly clear but a group repre- 
senting Madison Square Gar- 
den Corp., National Broad- 
casting Co. and Cecil Rhodes 
Jr., New Jersey promoter, 
Stated that Patterson has 
signed for four bouts within 
the next 19 months. 

First will be the Brian 
London match at Las Vegas, 
Nev., scheduled for May 1 
which Rhodes is to promote. 
This show will be on national 
home television, N. oe of 
paying $225,000 for the tele- 
cast rights. 

Rhodes says he has guar- 
anteed Patterson $250,000 


London will receive $75,000. 
That means again that the 
champion is Paying his op- 
ponent, as he did Harris in 
Los Angeles last August. 


Bill Rosensohn, who pro- 
moted the Los Angeles bout, 
is to present Patterson’s 
fight with the Swede, Inge- 
mar Johansson, at the 
Yankee Stadium on June 25. 
The top seat price will be 
$100. 

Rosensohn says he’s so lit- 
tle worried about London 
beating Patterson that he al- 
ready has made a big down 
Payment on the rent for 
Yankee Stadium. 

“If the fight doesn’t come 
off, I lose my money,” said 
Bill. 

London is 10 to 1 against 
Patterson. And yet, there’s 
always that chance of an in- 
jury to the champion which 
would knock the later, big- 
ger match out the window. 


Return Bout Clause 

What the other two bouts 
are has not been mentioned. 
Tom Gallery, sports director 
of N.B.C., has disclosed that 
there is a return bout clause 
in the contract between Pat- 
terson and London. This pro- 
vides a rematch if the cham- 
pion should lose. 


Classic Kay 
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“That would be our sec- 
ond bout,” said Gallery. 

Whether the Patterson- 
Johansson bout will be tele- 
cast into homes or into thea- 
ters, has not been deter- 
mined, according to Rosen- 
sohn. It had previously been 
stated that N.B.C. ha guar- 
anteed $300,000 for the TV 
rights and a-group of New 
Yorkers, headed by real es- 
tate man Bill Zeckendorff, 
has assured Rosensohn of at 
least $600,000 in gate re- 
ceipts. 

Yankee Stadium has been 
scaled to yield $1,500,000 for 
a sellout, Rosensohn has said. 
He is also sure that receipts 
will go over the million dollar 
mark, 


Through all of this, Cus 
D’Amato, manager of Pat- 
terson, is not mentioned. It 
is reported that he has, ap- 
parently, ended his feud with 
Madison Square Garden now 
that Jim Norris is no longer 
connected with it. 


Also, the International 
Boxing Club has ceased to 
exist, although its former of- 
ficers, under the corporate 
name of National Boxing 
Enterprises control the 
Wednesday night television 
program. The N.B.E. has of- 
fices in Chicago. The Madi- 
son Square Garden Corp. has 
headquarters in the Garden 
in New York with Harry 
Markson, a former I.B.C. of- 
ficial, as managing director. 

Louis-Conn Top $100. 


Only once previously did 
the promoter of a heavy- 
weight championship fight 
set the top seat price at $100 
and that was for the second 
Joe Louis - Billy Conn bout, 
promoted by the late Mike 
Jacobs. 


Jacobs said that he really 
did not set the price but 
that customers did because 
from the time the match was 
announced, he began receiv- 
ing reservations with pay- 
ment of $100 for each seat. 
So he decided to let the top 
price go at that figure. 

There is little doubt the 
2000 seats at $100 each will 
be filled for Patterson and 
Johansson because there are 
always that many people, at 
least in New York, who will 
pay virtually any price to sit 
in the front rows. 

It is a stiff tariff, however, 
and should the bout itself 
prove to be a disappointment 
the promoter would come in 
for a lot of criticism. 


Even if the New York bout 
is not telecast in the homes, 
fans will have three oppor- 
tunities to see the champion 
on their sets. Gallery said 
that three of the contests 
would be telecast on 
home TV.

The test was conducted at 
the bird farm of the Missouri 
Quail Hunters, Inc. The Eng- 


lish pointer was 13 years old 
(an age considered equivalent 
to about 90 in man); the setter 


was 444 years old, and the Ger- 
man pointer was 11 months. 

Five hunters went into the 
field with the dogs, seeking 
pen-raised pheasants which had 
been placed on the area. 

When the hunt began, the 
setter, Queen, and the German 
pointer, Silkworm Von Sulli- 
van, set out with d g 
speed working the fields. e 
old pointer, Ginger, moved at 
a much slower pace. At the 
end of four hours, the younger 
dogs had slowed considerably, 
but Ginger was still going at 
the same pace. 

The hunters also noted that 
the old pointer never ceased 
working, showing the aggres- 
siveness so characteristic of its 
breed. The other two dogs 
stopped occasionally for a 
drink or a rest. 

Nine pheasants were brought 
down during the hunt. Ginger 
received credit for five of the 
birds, Queen and Silky for two 
each. The first dog to make a 
firm point on a pheasant was 
credited with finding the bird. 


A Hardy Queen 


When the dogs came on a 
patch of heavy coVer, the two 
pointers stayed .on the outside, 
circling the patch, but the set- 
ter plunged right in, with its 
heavier coat. 

Queen was undaunted by the 
thickness or roughness of the 
cover. At times she had to 
crawl to get through, and on 
occasion thorns pulled hair 
from her coat. The English- 
breed dogs ranged much far- 
ther than the German pointer, 
making casts up to 175 toe 200 
yards from the hunters. 

Silky seldom moved more 
than 50 years ahead. However, 
the German shorthair, while 
not so flashy as the English 
pair, was deliberate and cer- 
tain, never flushing its birds. 

Silky showed an inclination 
to pick up scents of birds by 
finding their tracks. The other 
dogs raised their noses to sniff 
the wind. 

Ginger and Queen are owned 
by Erwin H. Krone, Moline 
Acres, veteran sportsman. Silky 
belongs to Eugene Liss, 1031 
Raisher drive, University City. 

Krone, who has been active 
in the stocking program of the 
Missouri Quail Hunters, said 
many quail die as a result of 
poisonous sprays used by rail- 
roads to kill weeds along tracks 


of Ginger in Old Pointer 

An old English pointer, a middle-aged English setter and 
a young German pointer were used in an experiment at Wright 
City recently to see how bird dogs of different ages and breeds 


and by farmers to kill grass- 
hoppers. 

“The quail killed as a result 
of the poison would eat as 
many grasshoppers as the spray 
destroys,” Krone said. 

He pointed out that bobwhite 
is an important factor in keep- 
ing down the number of insects 
during summer months. 


80 Pairs Released 


Krone this year has put out 
more than 80 pairs of quail, 
raised on the Quail Hunters’ 
farm at Wright City, 30 miles 
west of St. Louis. The birds, 
on laying mash for weeks be- 
fore their release, were placed 
about every one-quarter of a 
mile on farms within easy 
driving distance of St. Louis. 

If conditions are favorable 
during the summer, each pair 
will produce broods averaging 
40 birds. From each hatch, 15 
to 20 quail are expected to sur- 
vive into the hunting season. 

Liss, who hunts extensively 
in the Wright City area during 
the quail season, said the Mis- 
souri Quail Hunters’ program 
has improved relations consid- 
erably between farmers and

Liss invites farmers to ac- 
company him on the hunt and 
if they decline, as most do, he 
offers them half his take as 
he is leaving. 

Krone introduces fathers and 
sons to quail hunting. He ar- 
ranges, free of charge, to take 
them on trips, shows them how 
to. work the bird dogs and 
teaches them the art of bagging 
bobwhites. 

“In my business, I can man- 
age to take many afternoons 
off,” he said. “I get a big kick 
out of it.”

On the surface the Crosby 
boys seemed to be getting an 
ideal upbringing: 

All the boys had eight years 
at parochial school and four 
years at Bellaman, a Jesuit 
preparatory school. 

Summers were spent work- 
ing on the family ranch in 
Elko, Nev. 

Until they were 17 years 
old, each boy had to be home 
by 10 p.m. and their dates 
were screened by their par- 
ents. 

The boys earned all their 
spending money. 

They were disciplined when 
necessary, sometimes by old- 
fashioned methods. 

The boys were devoted to 
their parents. Their parents 
took especial pains to try to 
interest the boys in life outside 
show business.

Miss Stanley also 
missed a number of performances in “Bus Stop” when 
she starred in that, and finally bowed out under a plea 
of illness. 


MISS STANLEY’S 24-year-old understudy, Nancy Malone, 
was assigned to the part, usually regarded as a golden oppor- 
tunity for an understudy. But Miss Malone got temperamental, 
too. She handed in her two weeks notice March 23. She 
had been drawing $150 a week as understudy, plus $35 every 
time she appeared when Miss Stanley was ill, Her new salary 
was $450. But her pride was hurt. She wanted $500. “I’m 
tired of bickering,” she said. “Actors have been mistreated for 
a long time. I've decided not to lose any more dignity.” 

So Cloris Leachman was signed Tuesday for the role—the 
tempestuous daughter of an Irish tavernkeeper in New England 
—and will take it over by April 13 or earlier. The play resumes 
tomorrow in its twenty-sixth week after a week’s vacation. 


Beatniks to Broadway 


Success is smiling on the St. ‘Louts written and pro- 
duced musical comedy, “The Nervous Set,” which has 
been running at the Crystal Palace saloon theater since 
March 10. Jay Landesman, co-author of the book and 
eo-proprietor of the theater with his brothers, Fred and 
Gene, announced the musical will be produced on 
oa » with the opening set for May 12, It will 


m here through May 2, then will be rehearsed on the 
stage of the New York theater for a week. 


‘THE MUSICAL WILL BE PRODUCED by Robert Lantz, for- 
mer vice president of Figaro, Inc., the movie company formed 
in 1953 by Joseph L. Mankiewicz, director-writer, as his initial 
Broadway production. Producer-director Theodore J. Flicker is 
in New York now auditioning talent for three or four leads, 
but otherwise it will be virtually the St. Louis production intact, 
done in the same spirit and seeking to achieve the same 
intimacy as in the bizarrely attractive little saloon theater here. 

Flicker will serve as director. Tommy Wolf, who wrote 
the score and is musical director at the Crystal Palace, will 
be musical director in New York. The same costumes probably 
will be used, and the same type of revolving panel sets cleverly 
devised by Dave Moon, will be rebuilt to conform to a larger 
proscenium stage. There will be no pit orchestra, but the jazz 
combo will be placed on the stage. No curtain will be used, as 
at the Crystal Palace. 

Lantz is reported by the New York Times News Service to 
be planning to rename it “Like Tomorrow,” a title which strikes 
me as not nearly as effective as the present one. 


The theater to be used has not yet been chosen. 
It may be the Henry Miller, where “Look After Lulu” 
closed last week, but will “definitely be on-Broadway,” 
Landesman said. George Banyai, managing director of 
the Henry Miller, flew here last Wednesday to look at 
the show, along with Richard Horner, Lantz’s business 
manager, who concluded terms for the production. 


HAROLD HECHT of the movie production firm of Hecht, 
Hill and Lancaster is scheduled to fly in this week to look at 
the musical as a picture production possibility. It is also under- 
stood that Columbia Pictures is interested. 

Columbia Records is going to do a show-tunes album, 
Landesman said, recording it in New York. 

Two other New York producers, Kermit Bloomgarden and 
David Merrick, had intended to come to look over the show, 
but were called off by telephone after the deal with Lantz 
was signed. 

“It will be one of the few musicals in recent years ever 
to be brought in to New York under $100,000,” Flicker said. 
“I'll make every effort to have the same flavor as here, I have 
tightened and cut the script during the run here, reducing the 
show’s length from three and a quarter hours to two and a 
half. I am overjoyed that I'll have a stage manager and stage 
hands to work with, and a proscenium stage where a lot more 
effects will be possible.” (The Crystal Palace stage has three 
open sides, and no proscenfum.) 


Flicker will have the opportunity to break in any 
new leads he may choose during the balance of the run 
here. This will give the show a big financial advantage 
over the usual musical, which must rehearse four or 
five weeks before embarking on a tryout tour, “Juno,” 
a musical which recently flopped in New York, was 
eaid by Variety to have lost its backers $400,000. 


LANDESMAN SAID Lantz has had no trouble raising the 
money for the show. He said one of the stipulations of the 
gale was that some of the friends of the Landesmans be per- 
mitted to invest in it. Lantz, who was born in Berlin in 1914, 
operated a large talent agency in New York before becoming 
vice president in charge of production for Figaro, Inc. in 1955. 
As such, he has been co-producer of such films as “The Barefoot 
Contessa,” “The Quiet American” and “I Want to Live.” He 
resigned last October to enter stage production. Next season 
he plans to co-produce on Broadway Howard Fast’s play, “The 
Crossing,” and “Caprice,” starring Louis Jourdan, Jean Pierre 
Aumont and Claude Dauphin. 

The musical is about the “beat generation,” and set in 
Connecticut’ and New York. It is from an unpublished novel 
by Jay Landesman. Flicker co-operated with Landesman on 
the script.

The publication's guide to making the right pitch starts 
out logically enough—with tips on how to make the wrong 
pitch. It lists six approaches guaranteed not to extract 
more money from management. 

Don't start with:

(You ARE imagining things; I mentioned a raise?) 


» « « The all-the-other-girls approach: “Betty 
j told me she got a $5 raise this week and so did 
Mary...” (If you really want to know, dear, you 
aren't worth as much as either of ’em.) 


e » + » THE OLD DOG TRAY approach: “You wouldn't 
remember of course, Mr. Blank, but then nobody has been 
around this office as long as I have.” (You do look tired. 
Why don't you go home, and send that cute blonde in to 
take some letters?) 

. The out-and-out blackmail approach: “I've been 
offered another job at a better salary and with electric 
typewriter .. .” (Congratulations, I'm sure you'll be very 
happy there.) 


Now, for the accent on the positive. 

“Today's Secretary” said that timing is im- 
portant.

Great Loss of Wildlife 
In Ozark Forest Fires

that runs like a flame through the timbered countryside in 
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fact, like a good opportunity 
to shoot a forest fire sequence 
for our film; one of. those 
sequences which must depend | 
pretty much on chance unless 
one wished to set his own con- 
trolled forest fire. 

We hurried through lunch, 
loaded the cameras into the 
car and started down the high- 
way. Soon it was evident that 
the biggest fires were burning 
to eastward, beyond Iron Moun- 
tain. We turned that way and 
found the fire right down to 
the highway’s edge, with 
flames leaping fiercely into the 
air. Two or three smali houses 
here were endangered and a 
crew of a dozen or more men 
were at work and would plain- 
ly soon have this fire under 
control. Meanwhile, we could 
judge from billowing smoke 
that the opposite “front” of the 
fire was racing up the moun- 
tain. I headed through the tim- 
ber with my camera and got 
the shots we needed, including 
several of a crew who were 
back-firing here and would 
soon have the whole fire con- 
tained. 


AS I CAME BACK down the 
steep slope, smoke still ob- 
scured the blue sky and I 
watched a band of migrating 
robins flying toward me above 
the fire. Suddenly one and then 
another of the birds faltered 
and plunged to earth, too far 
away for rescue, while the rest 
came on and made it out into 
clear air. And I thought of the 
wildlife of: many kinds that 
must have been destroyed in 
the fierce fires burning on that 
very day throughout much of 
the Ozarks. Multiply this small 
area of perhaps 25 acres of 
fire by 10,000 and then consider 
that much of the 250,000-acre 
total is far better wildlife habi- 
tat than the granitic area where 
I was standing. 


Unless fire travels too fast, 
a fair share of the birds have a 
chance to escape, although 
many of the species that live 
close to the ground are eure 
to be lost. Owls and hawks are 
nesting now and even if they 
leave the fire area, their young 
are destroyed. Squirrels are 
raising their young in nests and 
dens in hollow trees and here 
both adults and young will be 
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rats. Then the

up the scale are the deer, of 
which many are lost in 
of this magnitude; and perhaps 


and the deaths they die are not 
easy ones. With them are de- 
troyed their homes and their 
food supply which cannot, in 
many instances, be brought 
back for a period of several 
years. 


IT IS INTERESTING to con- 
sider how forest fires start— 
and why—and particularly the 
fires which Missouri has suf- 
fered this year. The majority 
of the acreage burned will be 
found to be in “open range” 
counties where it is still legal 
to turn livestock out to roam 
at large in the forest, whether 
or not the livestock owner also 
owns the land. 


It is estimated conserva- 
tively that 40 to 60 per cent 
of these fires are deliber- 
ately set by the livestock 
owner, either on his own 
land (in which case he lets 
the fire run wild) or outside 
it (in which case he is care- 
ful not to be caught). His 
mistaken and costly belief is 
that this practice of “woods 
burning” will keep down 
brush and make the grass 
grow, as well as destroy ticks 
and other insects. As we 
have proved time and again 
in our well-managed Mis- 
souri forests, he is wrong on 
all counts. 


It is possible through educa- 
tion to partially end the prac- 
tice of fire setting as has been 
done in the Current river coun- 
try which is still open range. 
And we can be thafikful that 
rains finally brought relief to 
the hard-pressed fire fighters 
and may, if they continue, put 
an end to the fire season. 
Other ways, of course, would 
be to make fire-setting a fel- 
ony instead of a misdemeanor 
and eventually to end the free 
ranging of livestock throughout 
Missouri, No simpler way 
could be found to save the for- 
ests and add to the income of 
the Ozarks.

Azaleas and other acid- 
loving plants (such as Pieris 
japonica, leucothoe, rhododen- 
drons and laurels) should be 
fed with an acid camellia- 
azalea fertilizer and perhaps 
given an application of cotton- 
seed as well. 

Most helpful of all, perhaps, 
{fs to drench the leaves and 
the ground beneath with a 
liquid fertilizer solution (in 
the strength recommended by 
the manufacturer). Even the 
stems of the plant absorb some 
nourishment, and so can dam- 
aged leaves—if they have not 
‘been burned to a crisp. 

Cut Ground Cover. 

Damaged euonymus plants 
are now beginning to show new 
buds. Frozen tips should be 
cut back to live growth, and 
the plants can at the same time 
be pruned to more symmetrical 
form. Euonymus ground-cover 
plantings should also be 


early feeding of a balanced 
chemical fertilizer. Regular 
spraying or dusting should be 
started early, for it is easier to 
ward off insects and disease 
than to cure infected plants. 

Following a light cultivation 
of the soil, fresh mulch layers 
may be applied: leaf compost, 
sawdust, buckwheat hulls, 
ground cobs or other inert ma- 
terials. This mulch layer not 
only promotes good root growth 
but also helps protect the roses 
from .soil-borne diseases. In 
contrast, when raindrops fall 
on bare earth, spores of black 
spot disease are splattered on 

the under surfaces of the 
leaves.

Among other qualities, 
the new mortar mix has twice 
the bond strength of conven- 
tional portlafid cement mortar, 
according to Dr. J. Vincent Fitz- 
gerald, research director of the 
Tile Council of America. 


The Tile Council is an or- 
ganization of manufacturers 
who make about 90 per cent of 
the ceramic floor and wall tile 
produced in the United States, 


After proving itself in rigor- 
ous field testing the new mor- 
tar mix went on the market 
and continued to perform per- 
fectly under normal -conditions, 
However, scientists at the Tile 
Council Research Center, 
where the formula for the new 
mix was developed, were not 
satisfied with perfect perform- 
ance under normal conditions, | 
They insisted on achieving a 
formula that “would result in a 
mortar with the same-high per- 
formance in abnormally hot 
weather, for instance. It had 
been found that unusually high | 
temperatures caused the new 
mortar to set too fast to form | 
a perfect bond. 


Council researchers reached 
for their test tubes and Bunsen 
burners and, according to Dr, 
Fitzgerald, soon solved the 
problem of the impetuous mor- 
tar. He said it was discovered 
that adding glycerin to the mor- 
tar mix would slow down the 
setting time to 25 minutes at 
temperatures up to 115 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. 

Dr. Fitzgerald credited dis- 
covery of the tranquillized mor- 
tar to Dr, Herman B. Wagner, 
director of chemical research 
at the Tile Council Research 
Center. Dr. Wagner, whose 
work won him an award from

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GEN. MEDARIS TO ADDRESS 
ST. LOUIS ORDNANCE GROUP 


Maj. Gen. John Bruce Me- 
daris, commanding general of 
the Army Ordnance Missile 
Command, will address the an- 
nual dinner meeting of the St. 
Louis post of the American 
Ordnance Association at 6:45 
Thursday at Hotel Sheraton- 
Jefferson. 

Under Medaris’s direction, 
the missile command placed 
the first United States satel- 
lite, Explorer I, in orbit and 
recently fired Pioneer IV, the 
country’s first successful lunar 
probe. Medaris became the 
first commander of the missile 
command in March 1958. Pre- 
viously he had commanded the 
Army Ballistic Missile Agency 
from its inception in Novem- 
ber 1955. 

He served in the Army from 
1914 to 1927 and returned to 
military service in 1939.

WROCLAW, Poland, April

The cities and many towns 
of west Poland still shock the 
eye and stagger the mind in 
their devastation.

The committee, headed by 
former Defense Department of- 
ficial William Draper Jr., views 
with considerable concern the 
President's budget plans to cut 
military aid spending in the 
next fisca] year beginning July 
1. , yl 

That would send the military 
aid below the two billion dollar 
mark for the first time since 
the mutual aid program got go- 
ing. When the President took 
over in 1953, military aid was 
at a rate well over four billion 
dollars a year. The President 
ordered it cut to three and a 
half billion in his first budget 
to Congress. 

The downward trend has 
been continuing ever since. For 
fiscal year 1 , it would be 
$1,850,000,000. - Most of that 
would come out of funds pro- 
vided for the program in the 
past. 

The fact is, President Eisen- 
hower has been living off the 


foreign aid program, 
Long Lead Time. 


Because of the long lead 
time required to order military 
equipment, especially modern 
missiles and weapons with nu- 
clear capabilities, the previous- 
ly appropriated funds dictate 
almost entirely which current 
hardware can be delivered. 

An example: The President 
is asking $1,600,000,000 in new 
money authority for the mili- 
tary aid program. Only $200,- 
000,000 of that can be used to 
buy weapons and equipment in 
the next fiscal year. The re- 
mainder of the money will 
come from the so-called pipe- 
lines. 

When the President took 
over, the military part of for- 
eign aid had about eight and 
a half billion dollars in the: 
pipelines. At the_end of the 
current fiscal year, that will be 
down to about two and a half 
billion. 

The Draper committee says 
that is the absolute minimum 
needed in the pipelines to fi-

At the Freedman home, where the 
dining room took on some aspects of 
a supermarket, the girls tackle the job 
of sorting the canned goods. Even dog 
food was accepted because the mission 
also feeds stray dogs that happen in. 


EARNING that a St. Louis mission's 
larder was severely depleted follow- 
ing the recent tornado, a group of 
Kirkwood girls decided to do something 
about it. Using the scavenger hunt idea, 
members of the Y- Teen Club canvassed 
Kirkwood for canned goods which they 
turned over to the Rescue Mission, 4023 
Olive street. 
The club, an affiliate of the Y.W.C.A., 
divided Kirkwood into five sectors, and 
its membership into five collection teams. 
On a night before a school holiday the 
girls rang doorbells and requested food 
donations. The response surpassed their 
hopes—in three hours they collected 
1407 cans of a wide variety of foods.

Cruise Ship Rams Tanke 
Off New Jersey Coast 


T 3 am. things were quieting down following the tra- 
ditional last-night-out party aboard the cruise ship 
Santa Rosa. The glittering vessel, in service less than 

a year, was off the Jersey coast, heading through calm 
seas and light fog. It was bound for New York, following 
a Caribbean cruise. Suddenly there was a mighty crash 
as the Santa Rosa collided with an empty tanker. 

The two ships hit with such force that the Santa Rosa's 
prow sliced 40 feet into the side of the tanker, almost cut- 
ting it in half. They remained locked together for two 
hours, during which time a stubborn fire in the passenger 
ship's forward paint locker was extinguished, There were 
no injuries among the 247 passengers and 265 crewmen 
aboard the Santa Rosa, but one of the tanker’s 39 crewmen 
was killed and three others were reported missing. When 
the Santa Rosa lim into New York harbor some 12 hours 
later, it still carried on its bow the tanker’s funnel. 

There was no immediate explanation for the collision, 
the second to occur in less than a month in the same gen- 
eral area of the Atlantic. Both the Santa Rosa and the 
tanker were equipped with radar.

America’s hidden treasure

WASHINGTON, D.C. 

EN YEARS AGO, 15 nations of the free world 

founded the defensive alliance of the North At- 

lantic Treaty Organization. Now, as we celebrate that 

anniversary, it is significant to remember that in those 

10 years not one square foot of NATO territory has 
been lost to the Soviet aggressor. 

Sometimes, in the uneasy world of the Missile Age, 
people pin wishful hopes on “secret” weapons, or hit 
personal panic-buttons when they read about the 
Kremlin's latest sputnik. Two questions face them: 
Are we as strong as Soviet Russia? Are we up with her 
in the race into outer space? 

The NATO record of these 10 years answers these 
questions. As Supreme Allied Commander, Atlantic, 
for NATO, let me spell it out: 

America is stronger than Russia ever will be: Amer- 
ica has harnessed a mutual force that Communists can 
never understand or make work. 

Our greatest asset is not our mighty industrial po- 
tential or our technological and scientific know-how; 
neither does it lie in our armed forces. The strength 
that Russia never can match springs from something 
infinitely more simple and human and heartwarming. 
It is a new weapon, yet one so old you find it in the 
Bible : 

“A faithful friend is a strong defence: and he that 
hath found such an one hath found a treasure.” ( Ec- 
clesiasticus, VI: 14.) a 

Human nature and the relationships of men have 
not changed essentially ‘since this Biblical truth was

written on a clay tablet. A man’s ultimate position is 
still determined by the measure of truth and justice 
he practices in his dealings with other men. 

The same rule applies to nations. What are nations 
but societies of men more or less grown up, more or 
less civilized, more or less educated? 

But today we face an ideology that has no place for 
friendship. Communism twists a man’s arm behind 
his back and forces him to render lip service, but it 
does not win his heart. Russia has been far more suc- 
cessful with mechanical satellites than with the satel- 
lite nations she has claimed behind the Iron Curtain. 
Russia has no real friends—and, in the final analysis, 
that may be her downfall. 

We in the United States always have taken pride in 
the sincerity and-numbers of friendships our nation 
enjoys. Today our friends are spread throughout the 
free world. We support the United Nations, and its 
actions are a guiding influence on our policies. We are 
linked with many other nations through NATO, 
SEATO, the Rio Pact and many other multilateral 
arrangements. 

Our relationships with other countries are no dif- 
ferent from the relationships of the successful and 
happy man in his dealings with his fellow-men. Amer- 
ica’s dealings are based on truth and integrity, on 
justice and freédom. 

These are the principles that have won us friends 
everywhere. And these friends, as the Bible declares, 
are our defense——and our treasure. *

HOLLYWOOD. 
Monday night the motion-picture industry will award 
its coveted Oscars for the 31st time. The proceedings, 
which are to be telecast coast to coast, will feature 
virtually every movie star-of note except Bing Crosby. 
That jaunty little multimillionaire usually takes no 
part in these functions. 

There is no reason, however, for you not to take 
part. At right, below, is an Oscar ballot prepared by 
PARADE for its readers. Make your own selections, 
then check them against Monday night's winners. 

Now that you're participating, you should know 
that a tide of resentment is rising in the movie colony 
against these awards. For example, Billy Wilder, the 
writer-director who has won three Oscars and 12 nom- 
inations, says, “The whole system of categorizing the 
awards is senseless. What we should do is vote on the 
year's best picture, and hand out an Oscar to everyone 
who worked on it.” 

Actually, the best picture of 1958 is not in the run- 
ning. That’s because The Diary of Anne Frank was 
finished toward the close of the year, and the studio 
decided not to release it until 1959, making it ineligi- 
ble this time. 

If Wilder’s suggestion were followed, Oscars would 
go not only to this film but also to its star, Millie 
Perkins, and its director, George Stevens. ° 

One of the monumentally great motion pictures of 
all time, The Diary of Anne Frank tells the world- 
known tragedy of a spirited teen-age Jewish girl who, 
with her family, hid out from the Nazis for two shat- 
tering years in an Amsterdam loft. 


Master of Inspiration 


The film’s greatness is a result of its masterful and 
painstaking direction, for Stevens has directed it not 
as a tragedy but as an almost unbearably suspenseful 
adventure story, punctuated by comic highlights and 
some of the most profound character studies ever por- 
trayed on the screen, 

The performances he obtained are telling reflections 
of Stevens’ ability to inspire a variety of actors, rang- 
ing from screen veterans to neophytes. With Shelley 
Winters he used bulldozing: “For Pete’s sake, Shelley, 
try once in your life not to ham up a scege.” With 
Joseph Schildkraut he used tact: “You were so good

doing it that way, Pepe, I wonder if you might try the 
scene this way.” With Millie Perkins he used under- 
standing: “How do you think it would go, Millie, if 
you said your lines just the slightest bit faster?” 

When Stevens last year signed the frail, white- 
skinned Millie (5 feet 3, 101 pounds) for the lead in 
Anne Frank, one executive at 20th Century-Fox said 
flatly; “This guy must have rocks in his head. The kid 
has never before acted in her life—not even in high 
school. What she knows about acting can half fill a 
thimble. Stevens is nuts.” 

Stevens, however, insisted on an unknown for his 
heroine. “What I needed,” he explains, “was a young 
girl the public could identify as Anne Frank, not as 
Audrey Hepburn or Elizabeth Taylor. The trouble 
with so many stars nowadays is that they play them- 
selves. I needed someone not handicapped by the pub- 
lic’s preconceived version of her personality.” 

Thus ‘Stevens took young Millie Perkins of Fair

Lawn, N.J., one of six children of a merchant marine 
captain. He worked with her for eight months, during 
which time she got $500 a week. And through one 
consummate pérformance, he alchemized her into 
filmdom’s newest star. bes 

Says Millie: “I have to give all the credit for my 
performance to Mr. Stevens. In me he had a girl who 
knew absolutely nothing about acting. Now, all of a 
sudden people are saying I should win an Oscar. I'm 
stamped as a full-fledged actress. I even regard myself 
as one. 


The Face in the Magazine 


“When I look back on everything, it seems so unbe- 
lievable. There I was, working as a photographic mode] 
in New York. One day my agent told me that 20th 
was looking for an actress to play Anne Frank. I didn't 
know anything about acting, but they'd seen my face 
in some magazine and insisted I come, so I went over 
to their New York studio for what is known as a per- 
sonality test. You know, you just say ‘hello’ to the cam- 
era and carry on a conversation with somebody off- 
scene. 

“I looked upon the whole thing as a lark. Then I 
forgot about it and took what money I'd saved and 
went to Eurape on a vacation. I was in. Paris, in fact 
I'd just bought two tickets to see a stage performance 
of The Diary of Anne Frank, when I got a message to 


- go to Hollywood to test for the part. As a result I’ve 


never even seen the play.” 

When Millie Perkins first met George Stevens, she 
had no idea she was meeting the man generally recog- 
nized to be one of the best, if not the best, nrotion- 
picture director in the world. She knew little of his 
impressive directorial achievements (Gunga Din, 
Penny Serenade, Talk of the Town, I Remember 
Mama; A Place in the Sun, Shane, Giant) or of his 
reputation for obsessive perfectionism. . 

She had never been to Hollywood before. And to 
her, George Stevens—6 feet tall, 220 pounds, double- 
chinned face, straight thick brown hair, gray-green 
eyes—looked more like a friendly truck driver of 55 
than the supersensitive, ulcer-ridden ditector he is. 

“I figured I would never get the part,” Millie ad- 
mits, “and that I might as well have a good time. Mr. 
Stevens asked me if I'd like to see my interview test 
from New York. When he ran the test, the whole 


project suddenly became serious for the first time, at 
least to me.”

Although more than 10,000 young women had been 
considered for the Anne Frank role, Stevens by then 
was convinced that Millie Perkins alone generated all 
the delightful personality attributes of the original 
Anne Frank, who was precocious, lively and lovable. 

Before The Diary of Anne Frank got under way at 
20th Century in February, 1958, amid the usual bale- 
ful predictions that accompany any George Stevens 
production—‘“This guy will take forever before he 
finishes the picture ... Stevens will bankrupt the 
studio before he’s done... This guy will shoot 11 
million feet of film from every angle . . .”——Stevens 
hired veteran actress Nina Foch to break Millie in. 

“Basically I’m an introvert,” Millie points out, 
“while Nina Foch is an experienced actress who’s an 
extrovert. I had never displayed myself emotionally 
before. I’m just not an exhibitionist, and I was afraid. 
Nina got rid of my fear. She worked with me on dif- 
ferent scenes from different plays. She had me yelling 
and screaming and shouting, things I had never before 
done in my life. She gave me the confidence I needed 
very badly. On the first few days of shooting, | was 
crying a good deal of the time. As the picture pro- 
gressed, however, I got more and more confident, and 
after a few weeks Mr. Stevens decided I didn’t need 
Nina any longer. That’s when I knew I could make it. 


Shooting in Sequence 


“What helped me so much,” Millie continues, “was 
the fact that Mr. Stevens shot the movie in sequence.” 
(Most motion pictures are shot out of sequence. If a 
script calls for, say, three scenes in a grocery store, the 
scenes are shot consecutively in a grocery store. It 
doesn’t matter whether the grocery-store scenes come 
in the beginning, middle or end of the picture. ) 


Stevens is one director who insists on directing his 
films in sequence. “It’s not fair to the actors,” he ex- 
plains, “to jump around from one scene to another. It 
destroys the continuity of the story. Actors should be 
allowed to progress with the story line from beginning 
to end, to calculate the range of their emotional needs.” 

The other reason that accounts for Stevens’ great 
facility with performers is that he himself has been 
both actor and cameraman. 

He was born in Oakland, Calif., in 1904, to 
Landers and Georgia Stevens, a theatrical couple; and 
raised on the stock-company circuit. As a boy his 
schooling was haphazard——‘“I had one year at Sonoma 
Valley Union High School”—but his stage experience 
was extensive. He played feature roles in Sherlock 
Holmes and The Three Musketeers, moved scenery, 
soon was promoted by his father to stage manager. : 

In 1921 the Stevens Stock Company was doing 
none too well on the road. The elder Stevens, sur- 
rendering to financial necessity, came to Los Angeles 
and accepted work in the infant movie industry as a 
$50-a-week actor. Young George went along with him, 
and soon talked his way into a job as combination 
assistant photographer and stuntman. Later he 
switched to gag-writing, was given a chance to direct. 

In 1935, a young independent actress from Broad- 
way named Katharine Hepburn announced she would 
like to star in Alice Adams, the noted novel by Booth 
Tarkington. “I insist,” she said, “upon a director who 
really wants to direct this picture. I don’t want just 
anyone assigned to it.” 

The job went to George Stevens. It was his first big- 
budget film, and to it he devoted the loving care, the 
high technical polish, the deep insight into human 
relations that have characterized all his films since. 


Alice Adams was a hit, and so was George Stevens, but 
in a very un-Hollywood way. He put on no airs, 
snubbed no old friends, remained warm, friendly, 
‘down-to-earth, grateful, even a little humble. 

He lives, according to ex-wife Yvonne Stevens, the 
life of a recluse. Most of the time he spends reading 
and reading and reading. He has a duplex apartment 
in North Hollywood, and hasn’t been in a night club 
in years. “I guess that was the basic reason for our 
marital differences,” says Yvonne. “I like to go out 
once in a while.” 


They’re Still Friends 


The Stevens were divorced in 1947. They have one 
son, George Jr., his dad’s executive assistant. Despite 
the divorce, Stevens and his wife are very friendly, 
frequently communicate and dine with each other. 
This past Christmas, for example, they had Millie 
Perkins in for dinner. This was Millie’s;comment after- 
ward, “They treated me like one of their own family. 
As a matter of fact, George Stevens is the one reason 
why I’m glad I’ve become an actress. So long as there's 
another chance of his directing me in anything, it’s 
worth-while staying out here.” 

Stevens’ next picture, which will take him two to 
three years to turn out, is The Greatest Story Ever 
Told. Twentieth Century-Fox is paying him $1,000,000 
to direct it. In Hollywood, where a man is judged by 
the salary he’s paid, that figure of $1,000,000 speaks 
more eloquently than any million words of the high 
regard in which George Cooper Stevens is currently 
held in the film industry. 4

BLACK MARKET 
BABY RACKET

O*.: OF THE GREATEST social evils of our 


times, the black market in babies, is 
reaching unprecedented proportions. Here 

are the facts: 
It now is a $35,000,000-plus-a-year business. 


Couples are paying from $1,500 to $10,000 


for a baby. 
Underworld characters are in the baby 
black market because it is so lucrative. 
Once only an interstate “business,” baby- 


selling now is carried on internationally. Half 


a dozen countries in addition to the U.S. are 
involved in the practice. 

I know. I’ve been investigating this nefari- 
ous business for more than 10 years in various 
city, state and Federal posts. I've discovered, 
too, that if you have money and connections, 
it’s quite easy to purchase a pound—or, more 
accurately, seven or eight pounds—of flesh. 

Once, last fall, acting on a tip that a baby- 

_selling racket existed between Greece and the 
U.S., I telephoned a New York attorney. 

“My wife and I would like to adopt a Greek 

child,” I said. 


Without any further inquiry about my 
background, the attorney announced: “I ex- 


pect a little boy soon.” 
“What will the cost be?” I asked. 
“$2,800,” was his response. 


“Would you like to meet my wife or me 


first?” was my next question. 
“No,” he replied. “That won’t be neces- 


sary. I'll call you and let you know when the 
little boy becomes available.” 

Give or take some details, this conversa- 
tion is repeated daily somewhere in the U.S. 
For up to 20,000 black market babies are 
sold each year, often sight unseen, to eager 
prospective parents for exorbitant sums. 


The Search for infants 


The “market” is great. About 800,000 
American couples desperately are searching 
for infants—a demand that cannot be filled 
immediately by authorized adoption agencies. 

As a result, a small, hard core of uncon- 
scionable baby-brokers, many of them doctors 
and lawyers who camouflage their fantastic 
fees, exploit this overwhelming demand. 

Thus babies, never seen by the prospective 
parents or even examined to check if they are 
healthy, are peddled as if they were merchan- 
dise. On the other side of the coin, there often 
is no prior investigation to determine if a 
couple will provide a good home. 

I know of one man, an avowed Communist, 
who recently adopted a baby through the 
black market. He is supported by his wife, 
hasn’t worked a day in the past 10 years, and 
he considers Red China the “ideal state.” 

What kind of a home will that child grow 
up in? I hate to think of the answer. 

But such considerations are far from the 
minds of the baby-peddlers, whose organiza- 
tions and operations are ‘astonishing.

BABY RACKET continued 


In South Bend, Ind., today, an inter- 
national baby-selling ring is directed by 
an unscrupulous attorney. This ring 
has overseas “branches” and paid agents 
searching feverishly for salable babies. 

Other rings have been uncovered 
in Chicago, Los Angeles, New York, 
Miami and other metropolitan centers. 

A North Texas woman was found to 
be operating an interstate baby-selling 
business, using her home as a. shelter 
for unwed mothers. 


Underworld Operations 


A raid by the local sheriff disclosed 
that the shelter was equipped with two 
machine guns. The woman who ran it 
had a record of 18 arrests, including a 
conviction for armed robbery. 

This example points up this impor- 
tant fact: the underworld may not have 
taken over baby-selling, but it is making 
some inroads. 

Why does the black market in babies 
flourish today? There are several basic 
reasons. 

There is a disparity between supply 
and demand for babies. Licensed 
adoption agencies simply do not have 
enough babies. 

Second, there are unnecessarily 
harsh restrictions, particularly in the 
matter of interfaith adoptions. 

Third, couples who want babies and 
cannot get them quickly often get little 
further guidance from adoption agen- 
cies. There is inadequate follow-up. 

As a result, such couples contact doc- 
tors, lawyers, friends—some of whom 
know the black market and realize that 
it can provide a baby quickly. 

Next, many communities provide 
hardly any services for unwed mothers. 

And finally, there is much interpro- 
fessional hostility. Many social workers 
and social agencies do not get along 
with doctors, lawyers and judges. This 
only compounds the black market prob- 
lem for, without such cooperation, 
many babies never get to the social 
agencies through which sound adoptive 
practices are carried out. 

How to eradicate the black market? 


I now propose the following program: 

1) Enact Federal and state laws mak- 
ing baby-selling a crime. 

No Federal statutes and no state 
statutes exist in 34 states. Where laws 
are on the books, they are only sporadi- 
cally enforced. Exceptions: the District 
of Columbia, New York City and a few 
other places. 

2) Liberalize our unrealistic and re- 
strictive policies on interfaith adop- 
tions. 

This is not as radical as it might 
sound. Right now, several public and 
private agencies are carefully re-evalu- 
ating their policies with a view toward 
liberalizing interfaith adoptions. This 
is happening particularly in Tennessee 


‘ and Connecticut, to a lesser extent in 


North Carolina and New York. 

Because this is so delicate a matter, 
local committees in each community 
should be set up, with representatives 
from each of the major faiths. 

I know of no single step that would 
go further toward breaking the back of 
flagrant profiteering in baby sales. 

3) Remove the technicalities prevent- 
ing institutionalized, abandoned chil- 
dren from being placed for adoption. 

In most states today, courts simply 
refuse to permit such children to be 
turned over for adoption. If the parent 
writes so muchas a postcard once a 
year to the child, the court is likely not 
to declare the child legally abandoned. 


Little Follow-up 


At the core of this aspect of the prob- 
lem: Institutionalized children’s cases 
are hardly ever followed up to deter- 
mine their status. 

4) Establish a small Federal fund, 
administered by the states, to provide 
direct aid to unmarried mothers. 

As things stand today, an unmarried 
mother who seeks local welfare aid is 
put through such-tegal gymnastics she 
is likely to shy from local facilities. 

To avoid this, she seeks some other 
means of paying for the birth and post- 
natal care. With black marketeers, of 
course, there are no questions asked. 
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5) Set up community-run maternity 
shelters for unmarried mothers in all 
major communities. 

Many big cities today have totally 
inadequate facilities to care for the un- 
married mother. She has no place to 
turn. Desperate, she turns to the fast- 
buck operator who can offer her a 
“package deal” for the sale of the baby. 

6) Outlaw proxy adoptions, which 
results in international baby-dealing. 

Greece, Germany, Korea, Japan and 
other countries are or have been in- 
volved. In a proxy adoption, the couple 


signs away its power of attorney to an 
agent Overseas. 

The couple then selects a baby, prob- 
ably from photographs. The baby is de- 
livered— usually by air—after the pay- 
ment is made. Then legal nips and 
tucks are taken at both ends of the deal. 

7) Establish a code of ethics for 
physicians and attorneys, which can 
serve as a guide to proper conduct in 
adoptions. 

Most lawyers and doctors are not un- 
scrupulous. By arranging a black mar- 
ket sale, they believe they are perform- 


a 
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ing a great service. But the very fact 
that they fail to police themselves en- 
courages the black market. 

8) Social agencies must embark on 
educational and public relations pro- 
grams to gain acceptance. ° 

Rumors, distortions and half-truths 
have been spread about social agencies, 
and too often these have gone‘ unan- 
swered. For instance, I ran across a 
wholly untrue rumor that one Illinois 
agency demanded $10,000 before con- 
sidering a couple’s application for a 


child.

9) Statewide and state-supported ef- 
forts to channel all adoptions through 
social agencies should be launched. - 

A few states have such programs. 
Connecticut's is outstanding; it has pro- 
vided funds for unmarried mothers, 
strengthened its social services, launch- 
ed a massive educational offensive. 

More states should follow its lead. 

These are the steps that must be 
taken now to wipe out a practice that 
makes babies available to the highest 
bidder rather than to the most qualified 
parents.

ERE WE GO AGAIN! On Thursday and 

Friday, the ball players will be holler- 

ing that to each other in dugouts coast to coast 

as the big-league clubs start scrapping again 

for pennants, glory—and that good World 
Series cash. 

Like most everybody, I have been doping 
out how the pennant races will shape up. I've 
based my predictions on talks with players 
and coaches, plus my own observations-—as 
a catcher and now as a coach with the 
Dodgers—of the teams and players. 

Keep two things in mind as you read these 
predictions. First, because of PARADE’s print- 
ing deadline, I had to write this article several 
weeks ago. So don’t jump on me if, because 
of last-minute trades, a few players I have 
mentioned are on new clubs. Second, because 
of the deadline, I wrote this before I saw all 
the teams during spring training. But even if 
I had seen them all, I think this is the way I 
would have picked them: 


NATIONAL LEAGUE 


BRAVES—-Manager Fred Haney should 
make it three flags in a row despite the loss of 
Red Schoendienst for all or most of this sea- 
son. On paper Milwaukee is the best-balanced 
club in the league. It has power: Wes Cov- 
ington, Hank Aaron, Joe Adcock and Eddie 
Mathews. And it has the pitching: two 20- 
game winners in Warren Spahn and Lew 
Burdette, plus brilliant youngsters in Carlton 
Willey, Joey Jay and Juan Pizzaro. If they 
get a second baseman, the Braves should 
repel challenges from the Giants and Reds. 

GIANTS—lIt's the same old story again 
for manager Bill Rigney—weak pitching. If 
Jack Sanford, obtained from the Phils, re- 
covers his great 1957 form, the Giants will

give the Braves the jitters. Otherwise, only 
Johnny Antonelli is a dependable starter. And 
reliever Marv Grissom, traded to the Cards, 
will be missed.: The Giants’ great hitters 
Willie Mays, Orlando Cepeda and Leon Wag- 
ner—will keep them hot on the Braves’ heels, 
but they'll fall short of first by the length of 
one good pitcher's arm. 

REDS—-My dark-horse team. If Don New- 
combe can win more than 20 games, as he 
used to do for Brooklyn, and if Frank Thomas 
can bat in over 100 runs, as he did last year 
for the Pirates, I predict the Reds will win 
the pennant. In any case, look for Cincinnati, 
to finish in the first division. 

DODGERS—My old ball club had a bad 
time last year in Los Angeles, ending seventh. 
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But our pitching staff, revolving around 
Don Drysdale, Johnny Podres and 
Sandy Koufax, is sound, stronger than 
the clubs I pick to finish below us. And

PIRATES—I am positive that Pitts- 
burgh got the worst of the deal in giving 
up Frank Thomas to the Reds for 
Smokey Burgess, Don Hoak and Harvey 
Haddix, They lost their big 100-RBI 
man without having anyone to replace 
him; there is no one on the Pirate ros- 
ter who can knock in 100 runs.

ORIOLES—-Just about the weakest- 
hitting club in the majors in '58, the 
Orioles landed sixth on the wings of 
pitchers Billy O’Dell, Arnold Portocar- 
rero and jack Harshman. On hand 
again are good-hitting Gus Triandos 
and Bob Nieman, but Baltimore needs 
more hitting oomph. 

ATHLETICS—Almost to a man, 
this is the same club that finished sev- 
enth last year. As in 58, the A’s should 
get hitting from Bob Cerv and Roger 
Maris, fair pitching from Ned Garver, 
but nothing much from anybody else. 

SENATORS — Roy Sievers and 
Albie Pearson hit well for manager 
Cookie Lavagetto in 1958. Pedro 
Ramos was a strong starter and Dick 
Hyde an effective pitcher in relief. But 
when you've said that, you've said just 
about everything for the Senators—last 
in 58 and looking no better for 1959.
